III. An uncommon Sinking of the Ground in Kent. 
Communicated in a Letter to Mr. Peter Coi- 
linfon. 

SIX, 

IT is within this three or four Days, that I have firft 
been able to get a more particular Account of the 
linking of the Lands at Lymne in Kent, and even now, 
perhaps, it will be but an imperfed one. 

It is now about two Years fince ic happened, and 
was the Confequence of a very wee Seafoa, when the 
Waters, that had fallen on the Up lands, and were not 
carried off by Drains, foaked into the Ground in fuch 
Quantities as to form a quick Sand at fome coniider^ble 
Depth in the Earth (at leaft this is what we look on to 
have caufed the Phenomenon) which not being able to 
bear the Weight upon it, broke out at the Side of the 
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Hill, and raifed the lower Parts of it ; letting tlie Brow 
fink 40 or 5"o Foot, as I guefs. I am but a rude De- 
{is;ner, but can rruft vou fo far as to snve fuch a Sketch 
as 1 can drawj for, pernaps, you may underdand me 
the better for it.

The Ground funk in a Night, and was not perceived 
by the Farmer's Family till they found the Change in 
the Morning, by their Door-cafes not fuffering the 
Doors to open. The Houfe is ftrangely rent by this 
Accident, and, had it not been Timber built, mud: have 
fell, (as a mighty ftrong Barn near it did, which was 
built of Scone) for one great Crack of the Earth went 
through the Middle of it, and fplit a large Kitchen 
Chimney from Top to Bottom.
